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RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE GOVERNOR GENERAL OF CANADA 


Canada is a constitutional monarchy whose monarch is not in 
permanent residence. Queen Elizabeth II, by ancient custom, lives 
in Britain, and the Government of that country pays for the full 
support of the royal household. Her Majesty's title as Queen of 
Canada is not the same as her title in her other realms, and the 
fact that the same person is the monarch of several countries in 
no way implies that any of them is subservient to any other; all 
are equal in law and practice. 

In Canada, the Queen's personal representative is the Governor 
General, whose salary and expenses are paid exclusively by Canada. 
The office has evolved from colonial days, when he genuinely 
governed, to its present status, which is analogous to that of the 
constitutional monarch he represents. The Governor General, that 
is, is the head of state; in the Queen's absence, he performs all 
the formal and ceremonial functions which the Queen would perform 
if she were present, and he remains aloof from the partisan 
politics that are a necessary accompaniment of the government of 
a liberal democracy. 

The landmark that defined the modern status of the Governor 
General was the Imperial Conference of 1926. Before that, the 
Governor General was not only the representative of the monarch but 
also, in law, the agent of the Government of the United Kingdon. 
His functions as a representative of British interests had been 
declining since Canada was created in 1867, but, even so, for a 
quarter of a century after 1926, the Governor General continued to 
be appointed, though on Canadian advice, from among citizens of the 
United Kingdom who had British titles. Since 1952, the Governor 


General has been appointed from among Canadians, and a convention 
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has developed whereby the office if filled alternately by bilingual 
persons from English- and French- speaking backgrounds. Most, so 
far, have come to the position from distinguished careers in 


Canada. 


CONSTITUTIONAL DUTIES 

The Governor General's constitutional duties derive both from 
custom and the British North America Act, which says in part: "The 
Executive Government and Authority of and over Canada is hereby 
declared to continue and be vested in the Queen"; and "There shall 
be One Parliament for Canada, consisting of the Queen, an Upper 
House styled the Senate, and the House of Commons". As the 
representative of the Crown, the Governor General is thus part of 
both the executive and legislative branches of the Government and 
has important roles to play in both, for major executive and 
legislative acts are not legal without his participation. 

Thus, though he acts, of course, on the advice of the Prime 
Minister, the Governor General summons, prorogues and dissolves 
Parliament and reads the opening and closing speeches of each 
session; gives assent to all legislation, and signs many other 
state documents, including Orders-in-Council (i.e. orders made by 
the Cabinet under law of the prerogative powers that have been 
transferred over the centuries from the monarch to his advisers), 
commissions, pardons, and so on. Members of the Privy Council 
(1l.e., those called to be Her Majesty's confidential advisers, the 
active group among whom consists of the Prime Minister and Cabinet) 
are sworn before him, and he receives diplomats from abroad. He 
is Canada's most important official host, both in Ottawa and when 
travelling. He is the head and Principal Companion of the Order 
of Canada, and conducts investitures into that order, among others; 
and he is Commander in Chief of the armed forces, and as such signs 


officers' commissions. 
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CEREMONIAL FUNCTIONS 

These formal duties (and the list above is incomplete) are 
sometimes difficult to distinguish from the Governor General's 
ceremonial functions. The investiture of a new member into the 
Order of Canada, for example, may take him anywhere in the country, 
and the Governor General's journey to the site will be a widely- 
publicized event. He is expected to travel in any case, to carry 
the image of the national Government to every part of the country, 
to acquaint himself with Canada's widely-varied regions so that a 
national perspective on public issues is gained, and often to 
participate in activities connected with the various organizations 
the head of state is expected to approve or patronize. The 
interests of individual Governors General have naturally differed, 
but all take an interest in such reputable enterprises as the Boy 
Scouts of Canada, the Dominion Drama Festival, the Canadian Red 
Cross Society and the Royal Canadian Legion. The Governor General 
occasionally attends major events like the Grey Cup football final 
between East and West (the cup itself was donated by a Governor 
General), and opens such periodic events as the Canada Games, and 
on other occasions makes speeches of a non-partisan nature, which 
receive broad coverage. 

As a head of state, the Governor General represents the Crown 
in Canada. He may also, however, travel abroad as a representative 
of the Crown of Canada. During such absences, his routine duties 
are performed by one of the deputies specified in the Letters 
Patent of 1947, a justice of the Supreme Court of Canada. The

RELATION WITH PRIME MINISTER 

As a head of state aloof from politics, the Governor General, 
like the monarch, is entitled to be kept fully informed on 
important governmental matters; he may (depending on the kind of 
personal relation he has with the Prime Minister) be consulted; and 
he has the right to caution his chief adviser, who, of course, need 
not heed any warning. The Right Honourable W.L. Mackenzie King, 
who held office longer than any other Canadian Prime Minister, left 
behind a detailed diary that makes it clear that he sometimes 
talked confidentially with the Governor General when he did not 
feel free to talk to anyone else. The Governor General's value in 
this respect can hardly be calculated, and naturally varies with 
the two individuals involved; in one sense, there are limitations 
on how useful a Governor General can be to a Prime Minister, for, 
unlike the monarch, he does not hold a hereditary office for life 
but an appointive one for a tenure of five to seven years, and may, 
in fact, if there has been a recent change of Government, have been 
recommended for the office by the Prime Minister's chief opponent. 
Nonetheless, there is no doubt that some Prime Ministers have found 
the Governor General a faithful confidant, while the office 
generally contributes in countless intangible ways to the 
maintenance of indefinable beliefs about national unity and the 
integrity of government. 

There are occasions, increasingly rare in Canadian History, 
when a Governor General intervenes directly in the governmental 
process. His only major duty that would nowadays convention that 
there must always be a Prime Minister. Obtaining a Prime Minister 
is almost always a routine matter, for every political party has 
its designated leader, and if the governing party is defeated in 


an election, the Governor General need only turn to the Leader of 


x I 


the Opposition. If, however, (as happened in 1894), a Prime 
Minister dies suddenly or, as is not inconceivable, is accidentally 
killed, the task of finding his successor may not be so routine. 
It is also possible that, if a general election returned to the 
House of Commons three or four parties with almost equal 
representation, finding a Prime Minister who could command the 
support of a majority of the House would not be simple. 

No much eventuality has yet developed, and no Governor General 
in this century has encountered difficulty in obtaining a Prime 
Minister. Although it is equally rare for a Governor General to 
refuse to accept a Prime Minister's advice, that did happen in 
1926, precipitating a crisis in which most’ constitutional 
authorities agree the Governor General followed a correct course. 
While the Governor General is primarily an impartial head of state, 
a symbol of the nation, he is not necessarily a figurehead. He 
may appear to be so for several consecutive decades, but his latent 
powers continue to exist, like a safety-valve that is never used 


as long as everything is working well. 
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THE SENATE CHAMBER 


The Senate Chamber, sometimes called the Red Chamber, is built 
of limestone and paneled in Canadian oak. The paintings on both 
side walls depict scenes of the First World War. The Chamber 
measures 26 metres by 13 metres. It is air conditioned and served 
by a system of sound amplification. The proceedings are conducted 
in English and French, and simultaneous translation system permits 
the Senators, the public, journalists and officials to follow in 
the language of their choice. 

The Throne in the centre of the dais is used by the Queen 
or her representative in Canada, the Governor-General, on 
ceremonial occasions such as the Opening of Parliament. For such 
events, the Speaker's Chair in front of the Throne is removed. The 
small throne to the left is for the use of the consort of the Queen 
or the Governor General, as the case may be. 

The Opening of Parliament, the Royal Assent to Bills and the 
Prorogation of Parliament take place in the Senate Chamber. On 
these occasions, the Speaker and Members of the House of Commons 
attend at the Bar of the Senate Chamber after being duly summoned 
to do so. 

The Speaker of the Senate presides at sittings of the Senate, 
occupying the Speaker's Chair in front of the Throne. The Leader 
of the Government in the Senate sits on the side of the Chamber to 
the right of the Speaker and the Leader of the Opposition sits on 
the side of the Chamber to the left. The Mace, the symbol of the 
authority of the Senate, rests on the Clerk's table in the centre 
aisle when the Senate is in session. The news media, whose gallery 
is above the Throne, report and comment on the proceedings in the 
Chamber.

SEVEN, RIDEAU GATE 


Seven Rideau Gate is the Government official guest house for 
distinguished visitors to Canada. 

Ideally situated for such a function, it is just across the 
street from Rideau Hall, home of the Governor General; around the 
corner from the Sussex Drive residence of the Prime Minister; 
within a short distance of several embassies and right at the hub 
of Ottawa's diplomatic and social sphere. 

Purchased by the Canadian Government in 1966 it was renovated, 
inside and out, by the Federal Department of Public Works and the 
National Capital Commission in time to receive the first of a long 
list of important visitors during Canada's Centennial year. 

Constructed of limestone, Seven Rideau Gate was built in 1862 
for Henry Osgoode Burritt, manager of a local woollen mill and 
brother of Alexander Burritt, Ottawa's first Registrar of Deeds. 
The house originally stood on three-quarters of an acre of land in 
what was then the village of New Edinburgh. 

According to early deeds, the house was sold for $10,000 in 
1873 to Philemon Wright, a namesake and possibly a descendant of 
the founder of the city of Hull, directly opposite the capital on 
the Quebec side of the Ottawa River. 

In 1885, it was purchased by Frederick W. Lambart, the 8th 
Earl of Cavan, as a home for his son, the Honourable Octavius Henry 
Lambart, who came to Canada ostensibly to learn farming. The 
Honourable Octavius promptly named his new home "Vine Lynne", and 
settled down to enjoy life in the Colonies and work in the 
Department of the Interior. 

Strangely enough, the location of the house was considered to 
be a drawback by the wife of the Honourable O.H. Lambart. Mrs. 
Lambert considered it a nuisance that her home should be situated 
so close to Government House where there were so many carriages 
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coming and going at all hours of the day. However, in spite of 
this “inconvenience", the Lambarts occupied the residence until 
1934, when it was sold to Admiral P.W. Nelles. 

Admiral Nelles had the house stripped of its Victorian 
trappings. Heavy cornice, verandahs and the rooftop window's walk 
were torn down. Bathrooms, additional servants' quarters and a new 
garage were added, and the house became solidly Georgian in 
appearance. 

In 1947, it was bought by T. Franklin Ahearn, well known 
Ottawa businessman and sportsman. A wing was built on the north 
side which contained a large living room on the ground floor and 
a bedroom, dressing and bathroom ensuite on the second floor. To 
balance the appearance, a large screened-in porch was added to the 
south side. 

Seven Rideau Gate was purchased by the Canadian Government in 
1966 following Mrs. Ahearn's death. As well as being completely 
redecorated it underwent extensive interior changes including the 
remodelling of the four-car garage into a self-contained apartment 
for the housekeeper. Two of the largest bedrooms were converted 
into full suites. 
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THE CANADIAN GRENADIER GUARDS 


In 1764, less than four years after New France became British 
territory, the first Canadian military unit to be raised under the 
British Crown was mustered. This unit was designated lst Company, 
District of Montréal Militia and was expanded to become the ist 
Battalion Montréal Militia in 1803. A company of the lst Battalion 
fought in the Battle of Chateauguay during the War of 1812. 

The unit was raised to regimental status in 1860 with the 
title lst Regiment, Prince of Wales' Volunteer Rifles of Canada and 
was later amalgamated with the 6th Battalion, Hochelaga Light 
Infantry to become the lst Regiment, Prince of Wales Fusiliers. 

In 1912, the Regiment became the lst Regiment, Grenadier 
Guards of Canada with the status of a household regiment of foot 
guards. The name of the Regiment was later changed to The Canadian 
Grenadier Guards. During the First World War the equivalent of 
over three battalions were raised by the Regiment. During the 
Second World War the ist Battalion became the 22nd Canadian 
Armoured Regiment (G.G.G.) and landed in Normandy. At the end of 
the war the Battalion returned to Montréal and reverted to its 
traditional role as a regiment of foot guards. 

Twenty-one of the Regiment's thirty-one battle honours are 


emblazened on the Colours. 
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THE GOVERNOR GENERAL'S FOOTGUARDS 


The Governor General's Foot Guards were first formed in 1867. 
Known then as the Civil Service Rifles, they were a militia unit 
comprised of federal government employees and formed to protect 
Parliament and the City of Ottawa from the Fenian raids. They 
became known by their present name in 1872 under Colonel Ross, the 
first commanding officer of the Governor General's Foot Guards. 

Two members of the Governor General's Foot Guards were the 
first to be killed in action at the Battle of Cutknife Hill during 
the Riel Rebellion. Since then they have served in the Nile 
Expedition of the 1890s, the South African Campaign in 1900, and 
in World Wars I and II. 

Today, under the command of the Captain Richard J. Caverly, 
the Foot Guards continue to be a militia unit staffed by volunteers 
who are in high school or university, or full-time employees. 

Besides providing the famous Changing of the Guard ceremonies 
on Parliament Hill, the Foot Guards are one of the finest infantry 
units in Canada. For the past two years, they have won the General 
Kitching Trophy for infantry competition for all infantry units 
based in Ontario. 
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THE HONOURABLE RAMON JOHN HNATYSHYN 
P.C., C.C., C.M.M., Q.C. 


Born in Saskatoon, Sakatchewan in 1934, Mr. Hnatyshyn was 
educated at the University of Saskatchewan, where he obtained a 
BsA. «.iny 1954) sandssan J) 1B. nink«LSSG, Called to the Bar of 
Saskatchewan in 1957, he was appointed Queen's Counsel in 1973. 
He served as a Bencher (1970-74) and President (1973-74) of the Law

He held the 
portfolios of Minister of Energy, Mines and Resources (1979-80) and 
Minister of State for Science and Technology (1979), Government 
House Leader (1984-86), President of the Queen's Privy Council for 
Canada (1985-86), and Minister of Justice and Attorney General of 
Canada (1986-88). 

Before entering politics, Mr. Hnatyshyn was an active 
participant in various Saskatoon community groups. He was Chairman 
of the United Way Campaign (1972), Director of the United Community 
Funds (1968-74), Member of the Kinsmen Club (1961-74), and Vice- 
President of the YMCA (1973-74). 

Mr. Hnatyshyn is married to Karen Gerda Andreasen and they 
have two sons, John Georg born October 15, 1969 and Carl Andrew 
born November 13, 1973. 


On January 29, 1990, Mr. Hnatyshyn will be installed as 
Canada's 24th Governor General since Confederation. His official 
designation will then be: His Excellency the Right Honourable 
Ramon.

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THE HONOURABLE GERRY WEINER, P.C., M.P. 
SECRETARY OF STATE OF CANADA 
AND MINISTER OF STATE (MULTICULTURALISM AND CITIZENSHIP) 


Gerry Weiner was born June 26, 1933, in Montréal, Quebec, 
where he has resided all his life. His educational achievements 
include a B.A. in Social Anthropology from McGill University and 
a B.Sc. Ph.M. Pharmacist from the University of Montréal. 

In addition to pursuing his career as a pharmacist, Mr. Weiner 
has been active in the business community. He served as a Director 
of the West Island Business Development Council from 1982 to 1984 
and was a senior partner with the Apothapharm pharmacy chain from 
1963 until his election to the House of Commons in September 1984. 

His concern with public health issues prompted Mr. Weiner to 
become the co-chairman of the Emergency Medical Service Council and 
the West Island Coordinator of Urgence Pharmacien, a 24-hour 
emergency prescription service organized by 1'Ordre des 
Pharmaciens. He is also a former executive member of the Lakeshore 
General Hospital Foundation. 

Mr. Weiner became involved in municipal politics in 1978 when 
he was elected City Councillor for Dollard-des-Ormeaux, a Montréal 
suburb. Four years later, he was elected Mayor. He also served 
as a Public Security Commissioner of the Montréal Urban Community. 

In September 1984, Mr. Weiner's federal political career began 
with his election to the House of Commons as member for the riding 
of Dollard. He was named Parliamentary Secretary to the Secretary 
of State for External Affairs by Prime Minister Mulroney in 1984 
and became Parliamentary Secretary to the Minister of Employment 
and Immigration in November 1985. In June 1986, he was appointed 
Minister of State (Immigration). 

On March 31, 1988, Mr. Weiner was appointed Minister of State 
(Multiculturalism) and on September 15 of the same year Minister 
of State (Multiculturalism and Citizenship). In addition to this 
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mandate, he was named Secretary of State of Canada on January 30, 
1989. He carries ministerial responsibility in relation to people 
with disabililties and is a member of the Cabinet Committee on 
Priorities and Planning. 

While Minister of State (Immigration), Mr. Weiner was 
instrumental in establishing higher immigration levels, improving 
the quality of service to the public and the introduction of 
refugee Bills C-55 and C-84 in the House of Commons. As Minister 
of State (Multiculturalism and Citizenship), Mr. Weiner was 
responsible for the passage of the world's first national 
multiculturalism act. He successfully negotiated the Japanese 
Canadian Redress agreement, introduced the Canadian Heritage 
Languages Institute legislation and has been active in promoting 
positive race relations throughout Canada. 

Mr. Weiner resides in Dollard with his wife Judy. Their 
daughter Roberta is a law graduate from the University of 
Sherbrooke, and their son Mark, a science graduate from the 
University of Ottawa, is continuing his honours program at the 
University of Western Ontario, in London. 
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MR. JEAN T. FOURNIER 
UNDER SECRETARY OF STATE OF CANADA 


Jean T. Fournier was appointed Under Secretary of State on 
August 19, 1986. His previous posting was at the Department of 
Finance, where he was Assistant Deputy Minister, Federal-Provincial 
Relations and Social Policy Branch. 

Born in Quebec City, Mr. Fournier received his secondary 
education at Collége Stanislas in Montréal. He has a B.A. in 
economics from Queen's University and an M.A. in economics from 
Laval University.

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CHOIR - "LES PETITS CHANTEURS DU MONT-ROYAL" 


Since 1956, it is a children's choir that has been responsible 
for the religious ceremonies at the St. Joseph Oratory. This Choir 
founded by father Léandre Brault, c.s.c., was called "Les Petits 
Chanteurs du Mont-Royal". In 1969, Charles Dupuis took over the 
direction of the choir, and Gilbert Patenaude has been at the head 
of it since 1978. 

At the present, the group consists of 120 boys who first 
attend regular classes, grades 4, 5 et 6 (the end of elementary 
school) as well as 3 hours a day of music training. 

They all receive piano lessons and individual voice training 
which can lead them to an artistic career. They can then keep on 
with "Les Petits Chanteurs" for the music education if they wish 
and attend regular classes at "Collége Notre-Dame", which is 
directly opposite the Oratory. 

Applicants to this choir are chosen amongst all classes of 
society. They are day student at the school of "Les Petits 
Chanteurs du Mont-Royal" located on the ground of the sanctuary. 
This school is integrated in-the Catholic School Board of Montreal 


system. 
It is with the greatest care that sacred music is treated at 
"Les Petits Chanteurs du Mont-Royal". Indeed, they can be heard 


not fewer than 80 times a year in religious ceremonies of the 
Oratory, these include mass every Sunday of the year at 11:00 a.n., 
except for the months of January and February. They also 
contribute to our modern society cultural life by giving each year 
numerous concerts and making many television and radio broadcasts. 
They are regularly requested to participate in opera performances 
by "l'opéra de Montréal" whenever children's voices are needed. 
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The "Petits Chanteurs" toured Canada several times between 
1962 and 1969 through "Jeunesses musicales du Canada". They were 
in Europe twice. The first time in 1968 in Orly for the exhibition 
"Creches du monde", then in 1983 in Brussels for the international 
gathering of choirs of public french speaking radio networks where 
they represented Canada. They recorded, at that time in Paris, a 
broadcast for Radio-France. Also, in 1983, they were invited to 
Caracas, in Venezuela for the bicentenary of the birth of Simon 
Bolivar. In June 1986, they sang in Vancouver, during the Quebec 
festivities. They went in Belgium and France in May 1989. 

In a spirit of works and happiness, "Les Petits Chanteurs du 
Mont-Royal" form a homogeneous group that contributes to the 
quality of the religious events of the Oratory. In return, they 
receive an excellent music training along with their regular 
classes. 

Just as the great cathedrals have their schola Cantorum, the 
Oratory is proud to benefit from the remarkable choir School of

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THE RIGHT HONOURABLE BRIAN DICKSON, 
DEPUTY OF HER EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR GENERAL 
AND CHIEF JUSTICE OF THE SUPREME COURT OF CANADA 


The Right Honourable Brian Dickson was born in Yorkton, 
Saskatchewan on May 25, 1916. He is the son of Thomas and Sarah 
Elizabeth (Gibson). He was educated in Regina at the Collegiate 
Institute of Saskatchewan and at the University of Manitoba. He 
obtained is LL.B., Gold Medal at the Manitoba Law School in 1938. 

Chief Justice Dickson was called to the Bar of Manitoba in 
1940. Chief Justice Dickson served with the Royal Canadian 
Artillery from 1940 to 1945 (wounded, despatches). He is Honourary 
Colonel of the 30th Field Regiment Royal Canadian Artillery. He 
practice law with Aikins, MacAulay, Moffat, Dickson, Hinch & 
McGavin from 1945 to 1963. From 1948 to 1954, he was a lecturer 
at the Manitoba Law School. He was created Q.C. in 1953. He was 
appointed to the Court of Queen's Bench of Manitoba in 1963, to the 
Manitoba Court of Appeal in 1967 and to the Supreme Court of Canada 
in 1973; he became Chief Justice of Canada in 1984. Chief Justice 
Dickson was Chancellor of the Anglican Diocese of Rupert's Land 
from 1960 to 1971 and Chairman of the Board of Governors at the 
University of Manitoba from 1971 to 1973.

He holds a Bachelor of Arts (Honours) degree in 
Political Science from St. Francis Xavier University, Antigonish, 
Nova Scotia, and a Bachelor of Law from Laval University, Québec. 

Mr. Mulroney has been active in public life and community 
affairs in Canada for many years. In May 1974, he was appointed 
to the Cliche Royal Commission investigating violence in the Quebec 
construction industry, and in 1976 was a candidate for the national 
leadership of the Progressive Conservative Party of Canada. 

Mr. Mulroney joined the Iron Ore Company of Canada as an 
Executive Vice-President in July 1976, and was elected President 
the following year. 

He was a director of several leading Canadian companies, 
professional associations and a Trustee of the Schenley Awards. 

Mr. Mulroney is a member of the Board of Governors of 
Concordia University, Montréal, and of St. Francis Xavier 
University. 

He is the author of Where I Stand published in 1983, a 
collection of essays and speeches. 

On July 11, 1983, Mr. Mulroney was elected Leader of the 
Progressive Conservative Party of Canada. He subsequently won 
election to the House of Commons on August 29, 1983, representing 
the riding of Central Nova, Nova Scotia. 

Mr. Mulroney was re-elected to the House of Commons on 
September 4, 1984 representing the riding of Manicouagan, Quebec. 
At the November 19, 1988 general election, he was elected to 
represent the new riding of Charlevoix, Quebec. 

On September 17, 1984, the Right Honourable Brian Mulroney was 


sworn in as Canada's 18th Prime Minister.

The Honourable Lowell Murray was born in New Waterford, Nova 
Scotia on September 26, 1936. He is the son of Daniel Murray and 
Evelyn Young (both deceased). He received his education from 
St. Francis Xavier University (B.A.), Antigonish, Nova Scotia and 
his M.A. (Public Administration) at Queen's University, Kingston, 
Ontario. 

He was Chief of Staff to the Honourable E.D. Fulton, Minister 
of Justice and Minister of Public Works, then to Senator M. Wallace 
McCutcheon and later to the Honourable R.L. Stanfield, Leader of 
the Opposition. He served as Deputy Minister to the Honourable 
Richard B. Hatfield, Premier of New Brunswick. Senator Murray was 
Chairman of the National Campaign Committee for the Progressive 
Conservative Party of Canada from 1977 to 1979 and from October 
1981 to June 1983. He was summoned to the Senate on September 13, 
OWT. 

From 1980 to 1984, Senator Murray was Co-Chairman of the Joint 
Senate House of Commons Committee on Official Languages and 
Chairman of the Standing Senate Committee on Banking, Trade and 
Commerce from December 1984 to June 1986. He was also member of 
the Board of Trustees, Institute for Research on Public Policy from 
1984 to 1986 and Member for the Trilateral Commission from 1985 to 
1986. 

Senator Murray was sworn of the Privy Council and appointed 
Leader of the Government in the Senate and Minister of State for 
Federal-Provincial Relations in June 30, 1986.

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SENATOR THE HONOURABLE GUY CHARBONNEAU 
SPEAKER OF THE SENATE 


Senator Charbonneau was born on June 21, 1922 in Trois- 
Rivieres, Québec. 

He received his education at the "Collége Jean de Brébeuf", 
at the University of Montréal (B.A.) in 1941 and at McGill 
University (Economics) in 1941-1942. 

Senator Charbonneau was commissioned in 1942, and joined "Les 
Fusilliers Mont-Royal". He served overseas in 1944 and was Air 
Liaison Officer with the French Wing of Allied Tactical Air Forces 
in North-West Europe. 

He was summoned to the Senate in September 1979 and served on 
the Standing Committees on Banking, Trade and Commerce; National 
Finance; Transport and Communications from 1979 to 1984; and Energy 
and Natural Resources from 1983 to 1984. 

Senator Charbonneau was appointed Speaker of the Senate in 
October 1984. He married Yolande Bourguignon on September 29, 
OTe. 
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THE HONOURABLE JOHN A. FRASER 
SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE OF COMMONS 


John Fraser was born in Yokohama, Japan in 1931 of Canadian 
parents who returned to Vancouver, British Columbia in 1935. He 
pursued his studies at the University of British Columbia, 
graduating in 1954 with a Bachelor of Laws. Once called to the 
Bar, he practised as a courtroom lawyer and went on to become a 
senior partner with a leading Vancouver law firm. 

First elected to the House of Commons in 1972, Mr. Fraser 
represents the federal constituency of Vancouver South. Throughout 
his first term in office, he served as Progressive Conservative 
Environment spokesperson. In 1974, he became his party's Labour 
spokesperson and continued to occupy that position until the 1979 
General Election. 

With the election of a Progressive Conservative Government in 
1979, Mr. Fraser entered the Inner Cabinet as Minister of the 
Environment and Postmaster General. Following the defeat of the 
Government in 1980, he became Opposition spokesperson on Fisheries, 
Post Office, and Solicitor General-related issues. 

After the 1984 General Election, he was once again appointed 
to the Cabinet as Canada's Minister of Fisheries and Oceans. He 
resigned from the Cabinet on September 23, 1985, but remained a 
private Member of the House of Commons until his election to the 
Chair. 

September 30, 1986 saw the opening of the 2nd session of 
Canada's 33rd Parliament and the election of John A. Fraser as 
Speaker of the House of Commons; the first Speaker in history to 
be elected by a secret ballot cast by his fellow Members of 
Parliament. He is also the first British Columbian ever to serve 
in that capacity. On December 12, 1988, with the opening of the 
1st session of the 34th Parliament, Members of the House of Commons 
re-elected the Honourable John A. Fraser as their Speaker. 
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The Honourable John A. Fraser is married to the former 
Catherine Findlay of Carleton Place, Ontario. They have three 
daughters: Sheena, Anna and Mary.

THE GENTLEMAN USHER OF THE BLACK ROD 


The Gentleman Usher of the Black Rod is a Governor in Council 
appointment and is, by tradition, normally a distinguished senior 
officer of the Canadian Forces. 

In the Senate, he has two basic roles: one ceremonial and the 
other administrative. 

In the ceremonial role, he attends the Sovereign or her 
representative the Governor General on formal occasions in the 
Senate. This is part of a tradition going back in the history of 
the British parliamentary system and the symbol of his authority 
is a black ebony rod from which the name of his office derives and 
which he carries on all occasions. 

He attends the debates of the Senate and is responsible to the 
Speaker for the maintenance of order in the Chamber. For this 
purpose, he carries a token sword as a symbol and ushers the 
Speaker and other dignitaries in the Senate Chamber where he also 
supervises the Mace Bearer and Pages. 

In his administrative role, he is responsible for the building 
services of the Senate, including Security, Messengers, Cleaners, 
Trades and other support services. He also is responsible for the 
supervision of telecommunications and other services provided to 
Senators and Senate administration, including the maintenance and 
repair of buildings and fixtures. He controls a staff of just 


under 200 persons. 
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LIEUTENANT-GENERAL J.A. RENE GUTKNECHT (BLACK ROD) 
THE GENTLEMAN USHER OF THE BLACK ROD 


Lieutenant General René GutEnecht was born in Montreal on July 
23, 1930 and received his education at “Collége Notre-Dame" and at 
McGill University where he was a member of the Canadian Officer 
Training Corps. 

Upon graduation from university, he joined the Canadian Army 
Regular, was assigned to the Royal Canadian Dragoons and served 
with his Regiment in various appointments in Canada and in the 
Federal Republic of Germany. In 1959, he was posted to Vietnam as 
staff officer with the Canadian delegation to the International 
Control Commission and after returning from the Far East, occupied 
a@ number of training posts with the Militia before attending the 
U.S. Army Armour Officer Career Course at Fort Knox and the 
Canadian Army Staff College in Kingston College. 

In 1965, he was unexpectedly sent to India to be the Chief 
Operations Officer of the United Nations India-Pakistan Observation 
Mission (UNIPOM) and on his return the following year as the senior 
field logistics officer. In 1968, on promotion to Lieutenant 
Colonel, he was appointed Commanding Officer of Lord Strathcona 
Horse (RC) in the Federal Republic of Germany. After service as 
the Senior Staff Officer Operations of 4 CMBG, in other staff 
positions and on the faculty of the Canadian Army Staff College, 
he was promoted to the rank of Brigadier General and given command 
of Sieme Groupe Brigade in Valcartier. During the 1976 Olympic 
Games, the Brigade was given the military responsibility for the 
security of the athletes. 

He then successively occupied the posts of Chief of Staff 
Operations at HQ Mobile Command and Chief of Land Doctrine and 
Operations at National Defence HQ before becoming Deputy Commander 
of Mobile Command in St. Hubert. In the summer of 1980, he was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant-General and was appointed 
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Canadian Military Representative to the NATO Military Committee in 
Permanent Session in Brussels, Belgium a post which he occupied 
until his retirement from the forces in 1985. 

On June 1, 1986, he became Colonel Commandant of the Ottawa 
Division of the Canadian Corps of Commissionaires and on March 20, 
1989, was appointed Gentleman Usher of the Black Rod of the Senate 
of Canada. Lieutenant General Gutknecht is the Honourary Colonel 
for the Lord Strathcona’s Horse (RC), a Calgary based regular 
armoured regiment. 

He is married to Claire Forget of Montreal and they have one 
son, Eric.

Mr. Michener was elected 
Member of the Ontario Legislature for St. David, Toronto from 1945 
to 1948 and appointed Provincial Secretary and Registrar for 
Ontario from 1946 to 1948. 

Mr. Michener was elected to the House of Commons on August 10, 
1953, then re-elected in 1957 and 1958. Mr. Michener was Speaker 
of the House of Commons from 1957 to 1962. He was sworned to the 
Privy Council on October 15, 1962. He was also appointed Chairman 
of Manitoba Royal Commission on Local Government and Finance from 
1962 to 1964. 

Mr. Michener served as High Commissioner to India from July 
1964 to April 1967 and Ambassador to Nepal from April 1965 to April 
1967. 

He was Governor General of Canada from April 17, 1967 to 
January 14, 1974.

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THE RIGHT HONOURABLE EDWARD RICHARD SCHREYER

The Honourable Edward Richard Schreyer was born at Beausejour, 
Manitoba on December 21, 1935. 

He was educated at Beausejour Collegiate, Manitoba; United 
College, Winnipeg, Manitoba; St. John's College, University of 
Manitoba,:(B.AsgaS. Paed.1,.5.e0., M.A.) . 

He was Canadian High Commissioner to Australia from 1984 to 
1988. Mr. Schreyer was first elected to Manitoba Legislature in 
1958 (youngest member of Legislature); he was re-elected in 1959 
and in 1962. He was elected to the House of Commons for 
Springfield in 1965 and re-elected in 1968 as M.P. for Selkirk. 
Mr. Schreyer was elected Leader of the Manitoba New Democratic 
Party in June 1969 and became Premier of Manitoba in 1969. He also 
served as Minister of Dominion-Provincial Relations, Minister of 
Finance (1972-74), and Minister of Hydro (1971-1977). He was 
Leader of the Opposition in the Manitoba Legislature in 1977-78. 
Mr. Schreyer was Governor General of Canada and Commander in Chief 
of Canada from 1979 to 1984. 

He married Lily Schulz on June 30, 1960. They have four 
children: Lisa, Karmel, Jason, and Toban. 
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HALL OF HONOUR 


This hall is known as the "Hall of Honour". As Canadian 
history unfolds, it is noted in some form in the alcoves along the 
sides. On the east wall is the Dominion Memorial commemorating the 
60th anniversary of the Confederation of Canada. It was presented 
to Canada by Canadians living in the United States, and was 
unveiled on February 6, 1932 by the Earl of Bessborough, then 
Governor General of Canada. The sculptor was Dr. R. Tait McKenzie. 

On the west wall is the Canadian Nurses‘ Memorial, 
commemorating nurses from 1639 to 1918. It was unveiled by 
Margaret C. MacDonald on August 24, 1926. The scupltor was George 
W. Hill, of Hamilton, Ontario. 

In the background is "History", holding the book of records 
from 1639 to 1918, who, lifting the veil, reveals down through the 
ages, as it were, the great deeds of heroism and martyrdom of early 


nursing sisters.

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THE ROYAL CANADIAN ARTILLERY BAND 


The Royal Canadian Artillery Band, based at Canadian Forces: 
Base Montréal in St-Hubert, Québec, was formed in 1969. The 
original members were amalgamated from the Royal Canadian Ordnance 
Corps Band, the Black Watch (RHC) and the Canadian Guards Band. 
The Director of Music was Captain (later to become Lieutenant- 
Colonel) C.A. Villeneuve. 

In 1978, the official establishment was reduced to 35 
musicians and the new Director of Music, Captain Onil Leblanc, 
assumed command. In 1987, Major G.W. Klassen replaced Captain 
Leblanc. The fame of the Band continued to extend all over Québec 
and the Eastern part of Ontario. The band also toured successfully 
several times in NATO countries overseas. 

The present members of the band are from schools, Cegeps, 
conservatoires and universities with a fair representation having 
completed the Canadian Forces Musician Training Program at our 
School of Music. 

The band performs frequently in school auditoriums and concert 
halls throughout the cities and tows of our geographic region. 
These performances display the excellence and professionalism 
synonymous with today,s Canadian Armed Forces. 

Since July 1988, Captain W.T. Wornes has been the Commanding 


Officer and Musical Director. 
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MR. PAUL M. TELLIER 
CLERK OF THE PRIVY COUNCIL AND SECRETARY TO THE CABINET 


Mr. Tellier was born in 1939 in Joliette, Quebec. He holds 
degrees in Arts, Law and Public Administration from the 
Universities of Ottawa, Montreal and Oxford. He was admitted to 
the Quebec Bar in 1963. 

Mr. Tellier was a professor at the University of Montreal in 
1966 and continued for ten years to lecture in Political Science 
and Constitutional Law at the Universities of Montreal, Quebec and 
Ottawa. 

Mr. Tellier became Executive Assistant to the Federal Minister 
of Energy, Mines and Resources in 1967. In 1968, he served in the 
Privy Council Office and later became Assistant Secretary to the 
Federal Cabinet. In 1970, he became Deputy Secretary to the 
Cabinet of the Quebec Government. He returned in 1972 to the 
Federal Government and joined the Ministry of State for Urban 
Affairs. 

In January 1974, Mr. Tellier was appointed Executive Director 
in March 1975 at the Public Service Commission. He was Senior 
Assistant Deputy Minister in the Department of Fisheries and the 
Environment from May 1976 until February 1977 when he became Deputy 
Secretary to the Cabinet in the Federal-Provincial Relations 
Office. In that capacity, Mr. Tellier was the principal advisor 
to the Prime Minister and the Cabinet on Canadian Unity. 

In October 1979, he was appointed Deputy Minister of Indian 
Affairs and Northern Development. Then he was appointed Deputy 
Minister of Energy, Mines and Resources on November 1, 1982. 

Mr. Paul M. Tellier was appointed Clerk of the Privy Council 
and Secretary to the Cabinet on August 1985. 
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THE HONOURABLE MR. JUSTICE ANTONIO LAMER 
THE PUISNE JUDGE OF THE SUPREME COURT 


Mr. Justice Lamer was born in Montréal, July 8, 1933. He was 
educated at "Collége de Saint-Laurent, at the University of 
Montreal (B.A., LL.L.), at the University of Moncton (LL.D.), and 
at the University of Ottawa (D.U.). 

Mr. Justice Lamer was called to the Bar of Quebec in 1957. 
He practised law, particularly with Mr. Philip Cutler and Mr. 
Jacques Bellemare. He was also National Chairman of the Criminal 
Law Section of the Canadian Bar Association and Special Counsel to 
the Minister of Justice of Quebec for the reorganization of the 
Courts of Quebec. 

Mr. Justice Lamer was appointed to the Superior Court on 
December 9, 1969. He was elected Chairman of the Quebec Society 
of Criminology and Member of the Board of Directors of the Canadian 
Human Rights Foundation in June 1974, the appointed Vice-Chairman 
of the Canadian Law Reform Commission in 1971 and Chairman thereof 
in April 1976. Mr. Justice Lamer was appointed to the Appeal Court 
of Quebec in March 17, 1978 and to the Supreme Court of Canada on 
March 28, 1980; 

Mr. Justice Lamer married Suzanne Bonin in 1961 and had one 
child: Stéphane. He married again to Daniéle Tremblay in 1987. 
He has two step children: Mélanie and Jean-Frédéric. 
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LA MUSIQUE DU ROYAL 22e REGIMENT 


When the "Royal Canadian Garrison Artillery" left the Citadel 
in Quebec City in the summer of 1922 to make room for the Royal 22e 
Regiment, it left behind a band of 20 musicians and the leader, 
Captain Charles O'Neill. On July 24 of the same year, the 20 
musicians were officially taken into the Royal 22e Regiment, but 
it was only on December lst that Captain O'Neill was transferred, 
thus becoming the first director of this new band. 

Since that time, the prestige and popularity of the band of 
the "Vans Doos" has increased to the point that it has become a 
part of the daily life of Quebeckers. 

Outstanding directors have lead "la musique". First Captain 
O'Neill was leader, then director of music, at the Citadel for 28 
years, 15 of which (1922-1937) were with the Royal 22e Regiment. 
Then Captain Edwin Bélanger, violinist and orchestra leader, winner 
of the famous "prix d'Europe" took over the following 25 years, 
£93 71961. 

In December 1961, Captain Armand Ferland, C.D., L.R.A.M., 
L.G.S.M., B.A., B.Mus., M.Mus., graduate of the Royal Military 
School of Music (Kneller Hall) took over from Captain Bélanger. 

On August 1, 1978, . Major, CcA. Villeneuve, C.D:, L-R-A.M., 
A.R.C.M., graduate of Kneller Hall like his two predecessors, 
became the new Director of Music. 

On April 1, 1980, Captain J.P. Montminy, C.D., was named 
Director of Music and remained for a period of two years. Then 
from 1982 to 1988, it was under the direction of Captain J.A. Dion. 
"La Musique" is presently under the direction of Captain Denis 
Bouchard. 

"La Musique du Royal 22e Régiment" is well known, not only in 
Canada and the U.S.A., but also in Europe and Asia having payed in 
Japan, Korea, Cyprus, Germany, Holland, Belgium, France and the 
United Kingdom. It took part in the Coronations of King George VI 
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and Queen Elizabeth II, played at the 1967 Universal Exposition in 
Montreal and the Canadian Week celebrations in New York, also in 
1967. It can be heard every day during the summer months during 
the Changing of the Guard and Retreat Ceremonies at the Citadel. 
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THE 30TH FIELD REGIMENT, RCA (BYTOWN GUNNERS) 


Since 1855, many citizens of Ottawa and district have served 
as Gunners and manned the guns. Their service in peace and war 
makes the 30th Field Regiment, Royal Canadian Artillery 


historically Ottawa's oldest Militia Regiment. The original 
Militia Field Battery, formed in 1855, is now perpetuated by the 
2nd Battery of the Ottawa Regiment. The unit is also 


affectionately referred to as, "The Bytown Gunners" because of 
their pre-confederation service perpetuating the name of the 
municipality located where the nation's capital was to be 
established. 

"The Bytown Gunners" is one of the more active militia units 
in Canada. In addition to regular training responsibilities which 
include parades at Canadian Forces Reserve Base Dows _Lake 
Armouries, live firing exercises take place at Camp Petawawa on 
weekends and at Summer Camp. The Regiment participates in the 
National Service of Remembrance on November 11th and on the 
occasion of state funerals held in Ottawa. Members of the Unit 
also serve with Regular Force Units in Germany, Cyprus and the 
Middle East. 

In recent years, the 30th Field Regiment has been active in 
providing employment for students during the summer months. For 
many students, it has been their first contact with the military 
life, and many have found soldiering to their liking and have 
stayed on with the Regiment for additional training. 

Members of the regiment take pride in the fact that Her 


Majesty The Queen is Captain-General of the Regiment. 
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CHOIR - THE TORONTO CHILDREN'S CHORUS 


The Toronto Children's Chorus was founded in 1978 by its Music 
Director, Jean Ashworth Bartle, with the single aspiration of 
"becoming one of the finest children's choirs in the world". It 
comprises about 80 children from 9 - 16 years of age. The choir 
has won many awards including prizes in the CBC National Radio 
Competition and the Llangollen International Eisteddfod in Wales. 

The choir maintains a busy schedule of concerts, touring and 
recording. It presents annual concerts and has performed regularly 
with the Toronto Symphony and with the Toronto Mendelssohn Choir 
under Elmer Iseler. The choir has had the opportunity to work with 
Maestros Andrew Davis, Charles Dutoit, Helmuth Rilling, Robert Shaw 
and Sir David Willcocks. 

The choir has made numerous recordings including a Juno award- 
winning recording of Holst's "The Planets" with Andrew Davis and 
the Toronto Symphony. In the fall of 1990, the choir will release 
its first CD with harpist, Judy Loman, as guest artist. In its 
endeavour to support the work of Canadian composers, the chorus 
commissions and performs new works annually. The repertoire 
extends from Renaissance to Contemporary compositions. 

The chorus has toured to Britain (1982), Europe (1984), 
Western Canada (1986) - where they performed in the Canada Pavilion 
at Expo '86 - and Hawaii, Australia and New Zealand (1988). In 
1988, the chorus was the only children's choir to present a concert 
at the Olympic Arts Festivai in Calgary. In August 1990, the 
Toronto Children's Chorus has been invited to represent Canada at 
three prestigious events in Finland: the Second World Symposium 
in Helsinki, the Sympaatti Festival, and the XIX International 


Society for Music Educators Conference. 
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CANADIAN HONOURS 


The Governor General makes appointments of Canadians to the 
Order of Canada and the Order of Military Merit. He also awards 
decorations for acts of heroism. The Queen is Sovereign of both 
Orders and approves the award of bravery decorations. The Governor 
General is Chancellor of both Orders and is responsible for the 
administration of the Canadian system of Honours. He or she 
presides at Investitures where Canadians are received into the 
Orders or are decorated for bravery. 

The ORDER OF CANADA was created on July 1, 1967 -- the 
Centennial of Confederation -- to recognize Canadians who have 
performed outstanding services or made extraordinary contributions 


to their country or community. There are three grades of 
membership in the Order: Companion, the highest grade; Officer and 
Member. The Governor General, who is Chancellor and Principal 


Companion, make appointments to the Order on the recommendation of 
an advisory council chaired by the Chief Justice of Canada. 

The ORDER OF MILITARY MERIT was established on July 1, 1972 
to recognize exceptional devotion to duty by members of the 
Canadian Armed Forces. The Governor General is Chancellor of the 
Order; the Chief of Defence Staff is Principal Commander and The 
Queen, who approves the appointments, is Sovereign of the Order. 
There are three levels of membership in the Order of Military 
Merit: Commander, the highest grade; Officer and Member. 
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THE GREAT SEAL OF CANADA 


The Great Seal of Canada is used on all state documents such 
as proclamations and commissions of cabinet ministers, senators and 
judges. 

The Seal is made of steel, weighs 3.75kg and is 12.7cm in 
diameter. The Seal dates back to the beginning of the reign of 
Elizabeth II, Queen of Canada. A new Seal will be struck for her 
successor. 

The Seal bears the effigy of the Queen and shows her sitting 
on the Coronation (Westminster) Chair. 

The present Seal was made by the Royal Canadian Mint. The 
inscriptions on it are in French and English. Previous Great Seals 
of Canada were inscribed in Latin. 

The Seal is kept by the Deputy Registrar General of Canada, 
Mrs. " Jocelyne Bourgon, who is also Deputy Minister of the 
Department of Consumer and Corporate Affairs. The Acting Registrar 
General is the Honourable Harvie Andre, Acting Minister of Consumer 


and Corporate Affairs.

Mrs. Bourgon was appointed Deputy Minister of Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs on November 1, 1989. 
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THE HONOURABLE HARVIE ANDRE 
ACTING REGISTRAR GENERAL OF CANADA 
MINISTER OF REGIONAL INDUSTRIAL EXPANSION 
AND MINISTER OF STATE FOR SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY 
AND ACTING MINISTER OF CONSUMER AND CORPORATE AFFAIRS 


The Honourable Harvie Andre was born in Edmonton, Alberta on 
July 27, 1940. An engineer by training, Mr. Andre received a BSc. 
and a PhD from the University of Alberta. He completed his MSc. 
at the California Institute of Technology. 

Prior to becoming a Member of Parliament, he worked as a 
consultant and a Professor of Engineering at the University of 
Calgary in Alberta. Mr. Andre was first elected to represent 
Calgary Centre in the House of Commons in 1972. 

From 1984 to 1986, he served as Associate Minister of National 
Defence and Minister of Supply and Services. From 1986 to January 
30, 1989 appointment, Mr. Andre was Minister of Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs and Minister responsible for Canada Post 
Corporation. 

Mr. Andre was also appointed to several Cabinet committees, 
including Expenditure Review, Economic Policy, Legislation and 
House Planning, and Trade Executive. 

On January 30, 1989 the Honourable Harvie Andre was appointed 
Minister of Regional Industrial Expansion and Minister of State for 
Science and Technology by Prime Minister Brian Mulroney. Under 
this appointment, Mr. Andre retains responsibility for Canada Post 
Corporation and continues to serve as Vice Chairman of the Treasury 
Board. 

Mr. Andre is married to the former Joan Roberta Smith and they 


have three children. 
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CHOIR - THE GREYSTONE SINGERS 


The Greystone Singers was founded in 1959 to take part in 
ceremonies commemorating the 50th Anniversary of the University of 
Saskatchewan in Saskatoon. Begun aS a campus-wide student 
recreational activity, the GREYSTONE SINGERS has gained a 
reputation as a fine performing ensemble through concerts given in 
Europe, the United States, and most parts of Canada. In 1988, they 
won a Second Prize in the CBC's National Radio Competition for 
Amateur Choirs. 

Over 1,000 university students have sung with the Greystone 
Singers over the years. Many former singers have distinguished 
themselves in their chosen professions. This year, the choir 
consists of thirty young men and women. Some of these will pursue 
a career in music, while the other are preparing for a variety of 
vocations. ’ 

Their Director, Robert Solem, is Professor of Music/Music 
Education and Director of the University Choirs at the University 
of Saskatchewan where he has taught since 1962. He is a past 
President of the Association of Canadian Choral Conductors (ACCC) 
and the Saskatchewan Choral Federation (SCF). 
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LANDAU 


Canada's State Carriage is a landau built during the 1890s by 
Ewing Brothers, Melbourne, Australia. Made from hand-carved wood 
and wrought iron, it was used by Lord Hopetoun, Australia's first 
Governor General. Earl Grey bought the landau for $4,000 when he 
was appointed Canada's 9th Governor General and presented it to the 
Canadian Government in 1911 at the end of his tenure of office. 

In 1970-71, the landau was completely restored and is on 


display at "N" Division, where it attracts many visitors. 
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RIDEAU HALL 


The nucleus of the house was built in 1838 by Thomas MacKay, 
"squire" of the village of New Edinburgh, which was then a suburb 
of Bytown. The original Rideau Hall was a two-storeyed stone villa 
of Regency design, of which the bowfront is still visible from the 
garden. 

In 1865, after Bytown had been renamed Ottawa and chosen by 
Queen Victoria as the new capital of the Province of Canada, the 
house was leased by the government as a residence for Lord Monck, 
Governor General of British North America (and later of Canada). 
The long garden wing, designed in a simplified version of the 
Second Empire style, was added at this time. In 1868, the year 
after Confederation, the house and grounds were bought by the 
government for $82,000. In Lord Dufferin's time (1872-78), the 
Ballroom and the Tent Room were built as wings on wither side of 
the front entrance. 

In 1898, at the opposite end of the house, the Minto Wing was 
added to supply additional living quarters. In 1905 the governor 
General's study, its bow-front matching that of MacKay's villa, was 
built at the end of the house. The present west front, surmounted 
by a pediment carved with a giant royal coat-of-arms, was 
completed, along with the entrance hall inside, under the Duke of 
Connaught in 1913. In the same year the Long Gallery was added and 
the dining room enlarged. Minor addition in subsequent years have 
not substantially altered the aspect of the house. 
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
